BOSTON (HE) — The last two 
Brinks gang fugitives who were 
captured in a surprise FBI raid, 
laced arraignment today tor their 
part in the largest cash robbery 
in the nation’s history.

Thomas F. Richardson, 49, were 
seized 
in

flat 
Wednesday night as they listened 
to the radio. 
The last two members of the 
llalloween-masked gang that ex­ 
ecuted the $1,219,000 holdup six 
years ago were caught flat-footed. 
A score of agents armed with 
sub-machine 
guns, 
tear 
gas 
bombs, rifles and revolvers burst 
through the door of the two room 
flat before the fugitives could go 
for their guns. 
The radio-directed raid was over 
in minutes 
and 
tenants of the 
three-story 
apartment 
building 
didn’t realize until later that two 
of the FBI’s "IO most wanted men” 
had been in their midst for weeks. 
Faherty 
and 
Richardson 
had 
eluded the FBI last Jan. 12, when 
simultaneous 
raids 
throughout 
greater Boston netted six suspects 
and "broke” the case. 
Agents found $5,009.08 in rolled 
coin hidden in empty beer car­ 
tons in the bedroom of the flat. 
In the bathroom, under a towel 
and on a chair near the window, 
they found three loaded revolvers. 
The capture brought to IO the 
men now in custody for the fabu­ 
lous holdup at the Brink’s count­ 
ing house garage in the North End 
Jan. 17, 1950.

President Sukarno warned today 
that the United States must put 
more emphasis on economic and 
political assistance for free nations

bluntly that "military aid is no 
substitute for Asian stability” for 
it makes nations more "dependent 
upon America” and reduces their 
values as "partners in the univer­ 
sal struggle for liberty.” 
"We will accept with the great­ 
est appreciation any assistance that 
may come to us from whatever 
quarter it may come,” he declared. 
"But . . . we are determined that 
no material advantage will buy 
from us any part of our hard-won 
freedom.” 
Sukarno pleaded with the con­ 
gressmen to understand that Indo­ 
nesia and other Asian peoples are 
struggling to win their freedom 
and to overthrow colonialism much 
as the United States did 180 years 
ago.

Testing the 


Political Winds

It is becoming clear from recent 
primary returns that President Ei­ 
senhower’s popularity is no myth 
in the eastern states. 
7.Not long ago he ran strong in 
New Jersey, rolling up more than 
300,000 votes. 
This 
was three- 
fourths of the total he amassed 
four years ago, but then he had 
opposition from the late Senator 
Taft and this time he was unop­ 
posed. 
Now, in Pennsylvania, ho has 
come close to matching his 863,000- 
vote showing of 1952. Then he had 
formal competition from Harold 
Stassen, who polled 120,000, and 
Taft corralcd more than 100.000 
write-ins. This year, the only spur 
was token opposition from Senator 
Knowland, no longer an avowed 
candidate. 
Up in Massachusetts the Presi­ 
dent picked up 50,000 write-ins in 
a primary that docs not authorize 
formal entries. 
While this (lid not 
compare with his substantial vote 
of 1952, once again he had opposi­ 
tion from Taft then and had no 
competition this lime. 
Massachusetts is well known for 
light primary 
turnouts, 
so the 
smallness of this year’s vote should 
occasion no surprise in view of the 
Jack of a contest. 
Taking all these results together, 
they must be said to indicate Eis­ 
enhower is still in high favor in 
three important eastern industrial 
states which command large elec­ 
toral votes in the fall election. 
If there arc any measurable de­ 
fections from his banner—of the 
sort some returns suggest may ; 
occur in the farm bolt—they are 
not apparent in these eastern zones 
from the primary figures at hand. 
In all three places, of course, 
the 
President 
ran 
substantially j 
ahead of his Democratic rivals, • 
though it would be risky to attach 
much significance to this. He was­ 
n ’t running against them. 
None of tire Democrats did much 
to advance nis cause in the Penn 
Sylvania 
and 
Massachusetts af­ 
fairs. 
Stevenson ran up a healthy 550, j 
OOO or more in Pennsylvania, but 
against no formal opposition. 
Kc- 
fauver’s write-in showing was in- I 
significant. 
In Massachusetts, Stevenson as 
a write-in prospect could muster 
no more than an approximate 20, 
OOO, considerably less than went 
to a Massachusetts favorite son, 
Rep. John McCormack. 
The Kefauver people had been 
urging voters to support the con 
gressman, so the test has little! 
meaning for the Tennessee sen­ 
ator. 
The modestly scaled Alaska pri- 
manry, first in history, gave Ste­ 
venson a two-to-one triumph over 
Ktefauver, but the result must be 
rated just a small straw in the 
wind. 
As the days pass it is plainer 
apd plainer that the Oregon, Flor­ 
ida and California meetings of the 
two top Democrats arc the real 
“ stand or fall” showings. 
Until 
then there is unlikely to be a de­ 
cisive event on either side.
